Both Anderson and Senator Alk- 


eri (R-Vt) referred to the short- 
ages as "stealing" and "embezzle- 
ment."

The governor said this also ap- 


plied to the horsemcAt experience. 


Stevenson last Monday fired 


Charles W. Wray as superinten- 
dent of the division of foods and 
dairies in the Agriculture depart- 
ment. The action was taken in 
connection with the sale of illegal 
horsemeat. 


Can't Get Perfection 


Stevenson told reporters that 


"you can't get perfection by a 
darn sight" in the state inspection 
services. 


"But we've got to be ruthless 


and immediate about dishonesty 
and corruption," he asserted. 


The governor ordered his di- 


rectors to have more direct con- 
tact with their investigators. 


"I know we can do a better 


job at the director's level," he 
said.

Confers With Truman 


After his thunderous reception 


by the joint session of congress 
yesterday, the 77-year-old states- 
man turned to another conference 
today with President Truman. 


This is believed to involve tho 


touchy question of the Atlantic 
naval command, under the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


Churchill, long a proud defender 


of British prestige, was reported 
opposing a unified command in this 
area that might dim the tradi- 
tional British navnl control over 
sea lanes approaching Western 
Europe. 


Big Four Problem

Churchill's statement that "free- 
dom of the famous waterway of 
the Suez canal" should shift from 
present British responsibility to a 
"four-power approach,".

Before the Korean war, virtually every seasoned ob- 


server who went to Asia returned to describe Indo-China 
as the real hot spot, the key to the whole Southeast. Lately, 
however, that has been the forgotten front. 


It maye not be much longer. Reports persist of a 


Chinese Communist build-up of from 250,000 to 350,000 men 
on the Indo-Chinese border. The Chinese are said to be 
operating tactical training schools for the rebel Viet Minh 
troops led by Ho Chi Minh. And they are known to be sup. 
plying the rebels with large amounts of heavy armament. 
» 
* * * 


Evidently the Communist insurgents are putting their 


lessons and their new material aid to good use. Battlefield 
accounts say they have abandoned guerrilla warfare and 
now employ frontal-type attacks. Heavy field artillery and 
Russian-type anti-aircraft guns with modern plane-tracking 
devices, are figuring in their operations; recently 10 French 
planes were reported downed by rebel ground fire. 
• • • » 


Even without formal or "volunteer" Chinese interven- 


tion, the situation is becoming increasingly serious for the 
long-harried French forces in Indo-China. The French have 
successfully withstood all rebel assaults up to now. Under 
the late Gen. Jean de Lattre de Tassigny, they even pushed 
the Communists ^back toward the northern border. But 
there are many signs this virtual stalemate cannot last. 


Though, we are shipping the French sizable amounts of 


war material, it plainly isn't enough to produce decisive 
victory. It may not actually be sufficient to hold the rebels 
off indefinitely. For their gains in equipment and newly 
trained manpower' are resulting in stepped-up pressure 
against the French defenders. 


The French themselves do not plan to augment their 


forces to any large degree. 
Their commitments to Eu- 


ropean defense would prevent that if there were no other 
obstacle. But they suffer the further handicap of a shortage 
of top-grade officers. 
* * * * 


Recently Gen. Alphonse Juin conferred in Washington 


with Americans and British generals on how to cope with 
this rising menace. Naturally he wants more help from the 
United States and other friends in the United Nations, 
especially if China should cross the border and join the 
attack. He professes not to want more ground troops but 
naval and air assistance. 


No one on the outside knows for sure what our generals 


promised Juin, if anything. Naval help we could probably 
give, for whatever it is worth. But air support is something 
else. The Red air build-up in Korea has put a definite strain 
on our air forces there. We frankly do not have much 
strength to spare. 


Undoubtedly we and the UN would do all we reasonably 


could to avert disaster in Indo-China. Whether that-would 
De enough to achieve more than a prolonging of a strength- 
sapping stalemate no one can tell.

for the Taft-HarUey law passed 
over their united opposition. Thii 
law weakened their power, but the 
administration of the law was left 
in the hands of the Labor Relations 
Board and President Truman fired 
Robert Denham, the counsel of the 
board, because he insisted on en- 
forcing it against the union ty- 
rants. Then Ida Klaus, a niece of 
Dubinsky, unknown as such to any 
but their own littla personal circle, 
moved in as solicitor and boss of 
the board. And Reuther's own 
union, the United Auto Workers, 
was the direct offspring of the 
French Communist sitdown strikes 
and riots of 1936 which prepared 
France for an easy knockout by 
thwarting her armament program-. 


Our State Department and our 


embassies now deal

with 
Dubinsky's agent, Irving 


Brown, who says his program is to 
fight the French Communists in 
the streets if necessary. But sup- 
pose Brown and Victor Reuthcr, 
who is running a similar interfer- 
ence in French domestic affairs 
under the auspices of the CIO, 
should succeed absolutely. T h i s 
would mean the existence to the 
civilized areas of Europe of the 
same lawless, grafting scourge of 
corruption and street rioting which 
arc the normal activity of union- 
ism in the United States. 


The job of stamping Commu- 


nism out of the French labor move- 
ment is the duty of the French 
people and their government If 
they continue to recognize traitors 
as citizens and treat them as a 
lawful political force, they arc ex- 
posing our soldiers in Germany to 
treachery behind their front 


Our CIO was every bit as rot- 


ten with treason ns the French 
confederation. Philip Murray, its 
president, and Walter Rcuther, 
who now say they hate Commu- 
nism, made common cause with 
the foulest traitors in American 
history.

Mrs. O. K. asks for a discussion 


of the difference between epi- 
lepsy and convulsions. Some chil- 
dren do have convulsions which 
do not appear to be related to epi- 
lepsy, even though convulsions or 
fits are the most important sign of 
the latter disease. 


Those youngsters who have con< 


vulsions of this sort are usually 
somewhat "nervous" children, but 
neither this nor any other feature 
of their physical or mental make- 
up seems to explain why .they 
should develop "fits." 


But fortunately they seem to 


get over the convulsions as they 
grow older without having suffer- 
ed any permanent ill effects. 


But 
any kind of convulsion 


should be investigated. This can 
be done much better now than in 
the past, thanks to the discovery 
and development of an instrument 
which 
measures 
the 
electrical 


waves in the brain. It is called an 
electroencephalograph. 


Not only are the waves which 


can be recorded by this machine 
different in epilepsy from those of 
a normal person, the information 
which is obtained'is of great help 
in deciding the seriousness of the 
epilepsy, what medicines to give, 
and how the patient is responding 
to treatment. 


The least serious variety of epi- 


lepsy is called petit mal; in this 
there are usually no convulsions 
but only spells of brief loss of 
consciousness. 


The treatment of petit mal is 


likely to be quite successful with 


the drugs which are available to- 
day. • 


The more frightening form of 


epilepsy, known as grand mal, is 
accompanied by convulsions and 
loss of consciousness. A typical 
attack does not come without 
warning. 


On the contrary, most of those 


who suffer from attacks get pe- 
culiar sensations for days or hours 
before the fit takes place. 


These sensations are called the 


"aura" and they may take differ- 
ent forms. Sometimes the au.a is 
noticed in the vision, sometimes it 
is merely a strange feeling in the 
abdomen. 


The attack itself is often mor* 


unpleasant to the onlooker than 
to the one who has it. A loud 
scream or cry may occur at the 
beginning. 


The victim quickly becomes un- 


conscioirt 
but muscular ' move- 


ments may occur such as a draw- 
ing back of the head, tightening 
the fists and straightening the 
legs. 
HORRIBLE FEELING 


The face gets red and a person 


who has never seen an epileptic 
attack may feel that death is 
close. But the victim recovers, and 
having been unconscious remem- 
bers nothing about the attack. 


The purpose of treatment at 


present is to make the attacks loss 
severe and farther apart. While 
treatment is not yet perfect, many 
are helped by the drugs available 
and the outlook is by no means 
as dark as it used to be1.

cided to discard it as a trap. I was 
planning to play for the discard 
pile since I had five good pairs. 


"What happened to me shouldn't 


happen to a dog. I gave up another 
seven later on, and then a jack. 
Finally, 
one of 
the 
opponents 


picked up the discard pile, and 
made a canasta. The hand contin- 
ued on for a while, and the other 
opponent melded out concealed. I 
still had no melds. 


"Was it foolish of me to throw 


away those sevens in the attempt 
to win the discard pile? Does it 
pay to fight for the pile in the 
three-hand game?" 


It pays to fight for the discard 


pile in the three-hand game, but 
it seldom pays to go all-out for the 
pile. It is usually unwise to break 
up a possible meld either as a trap 
or in order to make room for ad- 
ditional pairs. 


What actually happened to my 


Chicago correspondent is far from 
unusual. One opponent had a good 
play for a concealed nveld-out. He 
concentrated on building up his 


hand and didn't worry about giving 
up the discard pile. 


Hence he gave the pile away tf 


the other opponent but managed 
to meld out before any damage 
was done. The only one who got 
hurt was my correspondent. 


This sort of thing doesn't happen 


often in the regular four-hand 
game because there is no such 
danger as one opponent deliber- 
ately giving up the pile to another 
opponent. What's more, if you do 
lose the discard pile to the enern^ 
in the four-hand game, you stilr' 
have a partner to come to your 
lescue. 


In three-hand Canasta It pays 


to fight for the discard pile with- 
out giving up any card that builds 
up your play for out. Keep all good 
melds, especially those of four or 
more cards.

directions, hoping to bring it out 
before another severe storm can 
pile on more snow. 


The S.P.'s mountain crews, to 


whom heavy snows are winter 
routine, say they can't remember 
a worse storm—or worse condi- 
tions.

Doubts Valve 


Rep. Vorys (R-Ohio) doubted 


that sending U.S. forces to the 
Suez would solve Britain's prob- 
lem with Egypt, saying: 


"I think the solution would lie 


in better British diplomacy than 
in point action." 


And Rep. Short (R-Mo), rank- 


ing minority member of the house 
armed services committee said: 


"I don't think we are ready to 


send any force to the Suez, even 
a token force. But Churchill is a 
good showman. I wish we had one 
like him in this country to fight 
for A m e r i c a as he does for 
Britain." 


Agreeing, Rep. Taber (R-NY), 


ranking Republican on the ap- 
propriations committee, put it this 
' 
way: 


All For Britain 


"Mr. Churchill certainly looks 


out for Great Britain. If Mr. (sec- 
retary of state) Acht>son were 
looking out for the United States 
half as well, we would be better 
off." • 


Most of the comment was highly 
laudatory. 


Churchill r e m i n d e d Senator t 
Douglas (D-H1) of a "combina- ' 
tion of a bulldog and tugboat. He 
is a gallant figure." 


Applause and laughter punc- 


tuated the Churchill oratory, with 
two of the loudest and longest 
rounds for these: 


"I have not come here to ask 


you for money to make life more 
comfortable or easier for us in 
Britain, I have come here to ask 
not for gold but for steel, not 
for favors but equipment."

"If I may say this, members of 


the congress, be careful above all 
things, therefore, not to let go of 
the atomic weapon until you are 
sure, and more than sure, that 
other means of preserving' peace 
are in your hands."

Tops Defensively 


"They say we're only sixth of- 


fensively in the conference (62>,i 
average), but we're tops defen- 
sively (52>i). 


"It just happens to turn out 


that way, because we make no 
effort at a slow-down or controlled 
type of game. We just try for that 
ball and hope the shot fall." 


Illinois' over-all record bears 


just about the same victory ratio, 
a 69 to 57 average. The closet call 
was a 53-49 win over Wisconsin.

ston Churchill looks like what he 
is, an old man of 77. Ho retains 
what he always had. stubborness 
and steadfastness. But he's the end 
of an era and can't seem to believe 
it. 


He is a product ot the 19th cen- 


tury, which he loves..and is aston- 
ished by the 20th. His speech to 
congress yesterday was full of val- 
or but it was a.study of nostalgia. 


In World War II he was a stead- 


fast ally which lie remains now in 
the struggle with Communism. 


Led the Victory 


In the last war he showed the 


profound depths of his stubborn- 
ness when by his unyielding will 
against the Nazis he carried his 
people to victory the finest page 
in British history. 


Counting the colonial em-pire it 


had acquired by conquest" the 19th 
century Britain in which he grew 
up was the greatest single power 
on earth: Commercially numeri- 
cally and militarily.. 


It is no longer that. Bled al- 


most to death by war it was left 
impoverished, lacking the power 
and resources to hold its ancient 
empire. India, for instance, got its 
independence. 


Loses Power 


As its power dwindled, so did 


its prestige, for the prestige had 
been based on power. Events in 
Iran and Egypt show how that 
prestige has suffered. 


People everywhere after the war 


began to demonstrate their deep 
desire for national independence. 


This beanie one of the great 


facts of the 
mid-20th century. 


During the war Churchill wj\s un- 
willing, or unable, to foresee this. 
For it was lie who said he had not 
become his majesty's first minis- 
tor to preside over the liquidation 
of the empire. 


For United Kuropu 


Churchill told congress he not 


only thinks the other nations of 
Western Europe should be unified, 
and have a common army, but has 
urged it on them. 


But 
as for 
Britain—no. He 


would not let Britain take part. 
He still seems to think of Britain 
as different and apart from- Eur- 
ope. He will not let it lose a shred 
of its identity in a merger with 
others.

man who made postal cards cost 
more when bought in quantity lots 
than when purchased singly says 
critics don't understand the pur- 
pose of the plan. 


The reason, said Rep. Hagen (R- 


Minn) today, is to keep the govern- 
ment from competing with com- 
mercial print shops that turn out 
picture post cardrs, and throwing 
men out of work. 


Hagcn was sponsor of a law that 


went into effect on Jan. 1. 


It has come under attack by half 


a dozen congressmen who have in- 
troduced repeal bills. 


Under the new law the price of 


postal c a r d s—the 
government 


printed kind sold at postoffices— 
went up from one to two cents if 
bought in lots of less than 50. Over 
that number there is a 10 per cent 
sur-charge. Thus you can buy 49 
cards for two cents apiece, but the 
bill for 50 is 51.10, making the 
fiftieth card cost 12 cents. 


The rate for mailing a commer- 


cial "post ca'rd"—the drug store 
variety bearing a picture of a 
beach or a pretty girl—also rose 
to two cents, but there is no pen- 
alty for quantity mailing.

Of Tax Bribing 


SHREVEPORT, LA. —(AP)— 


Whether suspended U.S. Attorney 
Harvey L. Carey, acquitted on 
bribe-asking charges, will be al- 
lowed to resume his duties remains 
a question that only U.S. Attorney 
General J. Howard McGrath can 
answer. 


Carey, accused of soliciting a 


$60,000 bribe from Texas oilman 
Lewis Hart, was acquitted last 
night by a federal district court 
jury after seven hours of delibera 
tion. 


McGrath suspended Carey from 


oice in December, 1950, after an 
investigation by the Justice de- 
partment. 


From his home, Carey issued 


this statement: 


"I am deeply gratified by the 


complete vindication of my person- 
al and professional integrity." 


He was indicted by a federal 


grand jury in March on charges 
he asked a 560,000 bribe from Hart 
to "settle" 30 perjury counts pend- 
ing against Hart and four of his 
employes. 


Carey denied that he suggested 


a bribe. He testified 
that he 


"strung Hart along in hopes of 
catching a briber" and to see if 
the Federal Petroleum Board was 
involved.

George quoted the attractive, mid- 
dle-aged widow as saying she rec- 
ognized the gunman's voice as that 
of Taylor Pennington, 45, with 
whom she and Canada had been 
drinking earlier.
